.-WOMEN IN CANADA 


In the days of confederation wo- 
man’s sphere was mainly in the 
home, says an. article in the Canad- 
jan Pacific ‘Railway publication, 
‘Agricultural and Industrial Progress 
in Canada.” | But now women and | 
a place in practically all trades. and 
professions, besides taking an active 
part in peanteyes, provincial 


oecupied a seat in the federal panes 


tor the past six years. 

Sixty years ago the teaching pro- 
fession was largely in the hands of 
men, for the most part poorly equipp- 
ed for their work and sadly under- 


paid. Now ,especially in the public 
schools, teaching is almost exclusive- 
ly done by women, there being 
49,975 women teachers in Canada as 
against 11,042 men. 

In many cases women have dis- 
carded their aprons and donned 
overalls. There is one woman min- 
aug engineer in the dominion, twen- 
ty-one electrical engineers and six 
civil engineers, So-far, no woman 
blacksmith or veterinary surgeons 
are recorded, but there are women 
painters, boiler makers, engine build- 
ers, carpenters, etc. The census 
shows 587 women women barbers and 
hair dressers, three  bootblacks, 
thirty-four boot and shoe repairers, 
two garage keepers, and three chauf- 
Seven earn their living logg- 
ing and fifty-one are jrappers and 
engaged in fishing; one is a ceme- 
tery-keepér and gravedigger and an- 
other an auctioneer.
